"Wejirc Sssured by tBe organ of the 
Premier that, when ho spoke so dis- 
paragily of tho Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company, "ho spoke advisedly 
and with a consciousness that all ho 
said was tho truth, tho whole truth, 
and nothing but the truth." Now, wo 
are aware that, with all his scheming 
he failed to work himself into it; but 
surely his absence doesn't prove the 
absence of all those virtues which ho 
now denies to the Company. From 
what is known of tho Company which 
has been alluded to in terms so con- 
temptuous, we believe that itcomprises 
some of the most patriotic and substan- 
tial men within tho Dominion. One 
pan oSaily imagine such men aa tho 
Knight of Ravenaeraig and The Mac- 
pherson, when they learn what the 
Premier of the Pacific Province has 
been saying about them and their 
enterprise, exclaiming in tho language 
of an American statesman, 'Shoo fly!" 
But it may be worth one's while to re- 
flect how far Victorians can afford to 
, indulge in this sort of thing just now. 
May not even a fly sometimes turn tho 
lion inside ? There is Alberni to go to! 
We must disclaim any intention of dis- 
paraging local railway enterprise. Our 
object in contrasting the two under- 
takings was simply tho better to im- 
press the reader with the importance 
of the larger one and the extreme un- 
wisdom of gratuitously provoking a 
quarrel at a moment so critical. The 
roal point lies here: The local Com- 
pany camo before tho House asking for 
powers which would have enabled 
thim to at once acquire land for right 
of way for a railway commencing some- I 
where near Victoria, and branching off | 
at a point within about half a mile of 

( Esquimalt to two terminal points on that 
harbor, one of these branches sweep- I 
ing round two miles of water front to 
Thetis Cove. The Committee on j 
Private Bills endeavored to look at tho , 
question in tho light of the Canada i 
Pacific Railway, as well as from the 
standpoint of local enterprise; and 
they concluded that it would nut lie 
wiso to give a local company power to 
acquire lands essential to the bringing 
of the larger Railway to Esquimalt 
until a fair opportunity had been af- 

• forded tho promoters of that railway 
for the acquisition of lands necessary 
for that purpose. In arriving at such 
a conclusion, the Committee had this 
fact before them: Tho professed object 
of the Victoria and Esquimalt Railway- 
was to effect a junction with the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway. Tho former was, 
therefore, contingent upon the latter 
coining to Esquimalt, and must of ne- 
cessity await the location of its termi- 
nus. * Assuming tho bona tides of tin- 
local Company, there seemed to be no 
hardship in imposing tho restraint as 
to the time of acquiring right of way. 
Indeed, it occurred to some members 
of the Committee that it was question- 
able how far tho Provincial Legislature 
would bo justified or endorsed by the 
Federal Government in chartering a 
local Company to step in and take up 
lands essential to the larger underta- 
king. Tho proposition to impose a 
time restriction induced the Premier to 
strongly advocate tho elimination of 
that restriction ; and when ho displayed 
such unmistakable animus towards the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company, it 
is scarcely to be wondered at that lie 
should have come in for a share of it 
suspicion not altogether unnatural 
under all tho circumstances. Wo con- 
fess to sonio "tenderness" about the 
interests of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way Company just now, because we 
fool that around it and its Western ter- 
minus cluster so many interests; and 
we cannot but deprecate any move- 
ment or any expression calculated to 
create a feeling of unfriendliness t<>- 
wards this community in the minds of 
tho promoters of that gigantic enter- 
prise. As for our contemporary's ob 
aervations about stabbing the Premier 
as soon as his back is turned, we have 
only to say that it is no fault of ours 
that ho has turned his back; nor is the 
fact of his having done so any reason 
why wo should be dumb when due re- 
gard for the public interest demands 
that wo should speak out. 

Beet Hoot S-agnir. 

Tho peculiar adaptation of the delta 
lands of tho Lower Frasor for the pro- 
duction of the sugar beet and the in- 
ducements for entering upon tho 
manufacture of beet root sugar in thi i 
Province have formed tho subject, of 
more than one article in this journal. 
It now a fiords us peculiar pleasure to 
refer our readers to the prospectus 
in another column, of a Company just, 
formed for tho purpose of embarking 
in that enterprise in the neighbourhood 
of New Westminster. The orignator 
of this movement is Mr. Ernst Picht 
a gontlcman who has been connected 
with tho manufacture of beat Biigar on 
tho continent of Europe, and who has 
given tho Bubject no little attention 
during his residence in this Province. 
Caieful test has established the fact 
that boot raised on tho delta of the 
Eraser contains in a much higher 
degree sugar producing properties than 
that raised in Europe; and any one 
acquainted with those delta lands will 
be aware that there exists scope for 
raising boot enough to supply the 
whole coast with sugar and molasses. 
The consumption of sugar in this Pro- 
vince is large in proportion to tho 
population, over one hundred thous- 
and dollars a year going out of tho coun- 



try to buy foreign sugars, to say nothing 
of tho largo amount now going to Ottawa 
for duty on tho same. If at all woll 
managed, the enterprise cannot fail to 
prove highly profitable to thoso more di- 
rectly concerned. But, as a public 
jounalist, wo cannot overlook tho ml- 
vantage to the Province of retaining in it 
the large sums now going into tho pockets 
of foreign industry. To tho Lower 
Fraser the movement promisen ospocinl 
advantages ; for the manufacture of boot 
root sugar involves a variety of other in- 
dustries, including the fattening of large 
numbers of cattle upon the refuse. The 
adaptation of the soil for producing the 
sugar boot, the inexhaustible character 
of the land, and tho great facilities for 
shipping, giving a choice of markets and 
easy access to all, seem to indioate tho 
delta of the Lower Fraser as the seat of 
sugar making for the North Pacific One 
great advantage possessed by these lands 
is that they require noithor irrigating nor 
manuring, two very important items of 
expense in the production of sugar beet 
in most other countries. It is with po- 
culiar gratification that we see tho first 
enterprise of the kind fairly launched un- 
der such favorable circumstances ; and 
there etui be little doubt that it will ero 
long he followed by others.

Viutobia, li. C. Feb. 21st. 
Editor Colonist.- --The second session 
of t ho lirst Parliament of British Colum- 
bia is now numbered with the past. The 
great Jam has taken a sensational depar- 
ture from amongst us with the hope, 1 
doubt not, of creating a sensation at Otta- 
wa as being a man of importance. We 
have now the whole of the Ministerial 
policy for 1873 before us. Lot us examine 
and soo whether there be anything in it 
beyond that of a retrospective character. 
Where are the peoplo to find hope and 
comfort from it through tho long, dreary 
recess? It is true, tho Ministry complied 
with the wishes of tho peoplo by discharg- 
ing officials in order to reduce the public 
expenditure; but whether the course pur- 
sued be in strict accordance with the good 
sense of tho people is questionable. There 
is, however, one thing certain that shows 
up their hollowi.ess ut heart, and that is, 
they took care not to l<t tho retrench- 
ment policy effect their own salaries. More 
than this, they created a new portfolio 
with a fat salary attached thereto. Is this 
the course the people wanted tho Ministry 
to pursue ? Now that the Premier's poli- 
cy is not as acceptable to tho people as 
his cunning and self-conceit thought to 
have made it, 1 doubt not he will endea- 
vor to wriggle out of tlu 
ing lie was placed in aut 
trenehment policy, ami i 
rate any other without 
tent, lie may attempt tooxouse his non- 
production of a more extensive policy to 
a want of time; but surely a man who 
boasts of 14 years' political experience in 
this Province will never admit be is unpre- 
pared to tako command and lead in the 
battlo of political progress.

— An old 
Roman method of punishing extreme 
criminals by hurling thorn down precipi- 
ces, is Btill in practice, it seems, in San 
Ma: ino, a little Italian republic in tho
